The Youth.—There is nothing. , The earth 
is as iron under me! 

Elijah.—Hearest thou no sound of rain ?— 
seest thou nothing arise from the deep? 


The Youth.—No; there is nothing. 


Elijah.—Have respect to the prayer of ee 
servant, O Lord my God! Unto thee will 
ery. Lord, my rock, be not silent unto me; 
and thy great mercies remember, Lord. 


The Youth.—Behold a little cloud ariseth 
now from the waters; it is like a man’s hand! 
The heavens are black with clouds and with 
wind; the storm rushes louder and louder! 


The People.—Thanks be to God for all his 
mercies ! 


Elijah.—Thanks be to God, for he is gra- 
cious, and his mercy endureth for ever! 


Cuorus.—Thanks be to God! He laveth 
the thirsty land. The waters gather; they 
rush along; they are lifting their voices ! 

The stormy billows are high; their fury is 
mighty.
